posed conference idea is not unwelcome here. The fact that none 
nf the neutrals is breaking with-.Germany, although Bolivia

Brazil have threatened, to, and the fact that some of the neutrals 
rnijht he forced into war on the side of Germany, makes the plan 
acceptable, though it. is understood that the United States itself 
w not asking the present action. 


One reason why the concerted action of neutrals is not uinvel- 


'•omc to this government is that one of their avowed purposes is to 
™-ry on the tight upheld by the United States for two years, to pre- 
vent the utter disintegration of international* law. 


Another reason is that the proposed conference is planned to 


set forth and protect the rights of small countries—another conten- 
tion of the United States throughout the war.

OEDAIHBD by the 


Council of the City of Portsmouth, 
State of Ohio, as follows- 


SECTION I. That it shall be 


unlawful for any person, persons, 
association, firm or corporation to 
tap into a Storm Sewer, a Sani- 
tary Sewer, or a sewer of the com- 
bined type of the sewerage system 
belonging to the City of Ports, 
month, Ohio, or in^ny way drain 
into or use said sewers for private 
use unless such person, persons, as- 
sociation, firm or corporation shall 
have first paid for and received a 
permit for a tap and right to use 
said sewers from the Director of 
Public Service according to the 
schedule of rates provided by Or- 
dinance for such purposes.

In every lesson we must sec Him 


with whom alone we hare to do, the 
Creator iind upholder of all things, the 
only Saviour of sinners, the only Judge 
of all mankind, the searcher of all 
hearts, from whom nothing can be 
hidden. Last week .we saw Him deal- 
ing with u very religious man who 
stood high In the esteem of his fellows, 
but now we aee Him dealing with an 
Immoral. low down womnn whom per- 
haps no one held In esteem, and yet 
her soul was precious In His sight, and 
He saved her ant! used her to save 
others. 


The "roust needs go through Sama- 


ria" of verse 4 probably had special 
reference to her and the need of her 
souL The reference to Joseph and the 
well tn verges 5 and 6 takes us back 
)> Gen. illx. 22-2C. where Joseph la call- 
i;d a fruitful bough by a well whose 
branches'ran over tbe wall. In the 
same passage the true Joseph, Israel's 
Messiah. Is spoken of as the shepherd, 
tbe stone of Israel, who was separate 
from Ills brethren. In our lesson His 
branches are seen running over tbe 
wall to reach this Samaritan outcast* 
See His humanity In His weariness as 
He sat on the well, for He was a real 
man, 
often wear}-, hungry, thirsty, 


lonely, and His words are heart words, 
from His heart to ours, "Come unto me 
all ye that labor and are heavy laden, 
and I wilt give you rest" (Matt il, 
2Si. 
He tnew how to reach every 


heart, and He took such a vary differ- 
ent method with this soul from that 
which He pursued with XIcodemuB. 


Note the time of day, the sixth hou;1 


(verse 0), for since John reckoned 
time an we do, Roman time, It was 
either 0 a. m. or 0 p. m., as we saw In 
a previous lesson. ' Instead of telling 
her her need, as He did to NIcodemus. 
Ho began the conversation by asking 
her to supply His need (verse T). mak- 
ing Himself dependent upon her for 
physical refreshing. 
In the conversa- 


tion which followed our Lord spofee 
seven times, and the woman replied 
six times. Deeper and deeper He re- 
vealed ber life to herself, that life of 
which she probably thought no one 
knew, and as the consciousness of her 
jrullt grew upon her He Increased the 
revelation of Himself to her soul nntll 
He finally told her plainly that It was 
the Messiah who was talking with 
her (verses 25, 20). What an unheard 
of time It was ns He laid bare to her 
the sinful, Hfq «ho was leading, told 
her how It might nil be blotted out and 
ihe liecome a well of living water to 
others: 


The great change cnme. 
She had 


seen and received Him. and. leaving 
her wster pot. she went away Into the 
city tn Invite the men to come and see 
the Messiah, who had told her all that 
ever she did (verses 27-30). 


Many believed because of the testi- 


mony of tbe woman, and many more 
believed because of His own word, 
which they 
heard 
for themselves 


(verses 30-42), nnd they Mid. "We 
know that this Is Indeed the Christ, 
tlie Saviour of the world." 
So they 


obtained life in Him, for to that end 
this gospel was written (John «, 81). 
In nis conversation with the woman 
He first naked her for n drink of wa- 
ter. Then UQ offered to give her Hv- 


I Ing wafer, which wotifd Be in for a 
well of water springing up Into ever- 
lasting life (verees 7. 10, 14). At flrst 
she was as Ignorant of spiritual truths 
as was Nicodcmus. and she thought 
that He spoke only of water from Ja- 
cob's well. Then when He began to 
lay bare her sin she attempted to 
avoid the Issue, ns many do today, 
by saying something like this: "I do 
not belong to your company." He laid 
everything low in her by speaking of 
God the Father as a Spirit and desir- 
ing true worshipers who would wor- 
ship Him In Spirit and in truth; by 
saying that salvation Is of the Jews 
and He was their Messiah (verses 


We cannot but think of His saying 


to Israel In the long ago that He was 
the fountain of living waters, but they 
bad forsaken Him for waters out of 
! their own cisterns (Jer. II. 13). They 
had ceased to draw water with Joy out
